= you took a look over the back fence, Wilming- 
ton, North Carolina, always was a pretty and picturesque 
small-sized city. The charm ended there in a rubble of 
rusty cans, weeds, and assorted trash. 

Today, Wilmington’s charm takes a graceful leap over 
the back fence into more than 3,000 home gardens. 

The man who envisioned this transformation, and saw 
it thru, is Carl Rehder, an elderly man with a passion for 
growing things. Rehder, an advertising man, for years 
had deplored the city’s back yard. His own hobby was 
gardening, but he hadn’t been able to instill the rake- 
and-hoe passion into others. Then in 1928, he decided to 
sponsor a back-yard garden contest for school children. 

One February morning Rehder faced 150 pupils in 
the auditorium of a neighborhood grammar school, He 
asked all those who would like to compete in a garden 
contest to hold up their arms. One hundred fifty arms 
were raised. 

This was more than Rehder had bargained for. .He 
found himself besieged by hundreds of children from the 
other schools in Wilmington, begging for seeds, tools, 
advice, and a chance to get into the contest. 

He got help from the same places any American town 
can get it. The Chamber of Commerce contributed 
money for prizes. The local newspapers and radio station ° 
pledged daily columns and newscasts of free publicity. 
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IS down on the dumps

The Parent-Teacher Association came across with 
supervisory assistance and contest judges. 

Within a week, Wilmington’s back yards got a face- 
lifting treatment. Debris was hauled to the streets, and 
carted away by city dump trucks unused to the sudden 
upswing in the trash business. Then the hoes and rakes 
took over and turned the earth, and the seeds were 
dropped in. The sun and the rain did the rest. By June, 
the dump-heaps blossomed with flowers and vegetables. 


Tuat was in 1928. Every year since then, Rehder has 
directed a school garden contest in Wilmington. Every 
year the contest grows larger, and the garden idea leaps 
over more fences. Merchants have joined the movement, 
contributing hundreds of prizes. In 1947, prizes exceeded 
$1,000. 

The contest’s real value, however, goes far beyond the 
cleanup. In 19 years, Rehder has fostered a generation of 
gardeners. Many of the 3,000 entrants in the 1947 con- 
test were offspring of children Rehder started on the road 
to gardening. First prize went to the daughter of a three- 
time winner of the thirties. 

Rehder believes any town in the nation with a back- 
yard “‘disgrace’’ can repeat what Wilmington has done. 
It takes only enthusiasm, cooperation, and a handful of 
seeds to get started.

ieciciaail the only way to redecorate a room is 
to knock out a wall. If you have as pleasant a garden 
view as the Harry Freibergs of New Orleans, the 
best thing to do is put a window in the resulting hole. 

As Mrs. Freiberg put it, the living room looked like 
a bowling alley—a long, narrow room of disagreeable 
proportions. As architect, I decided te open one end 
of the room entirely, using the narrowness to intensify 
the view.

In THE last two months 14 dif- 
ferent city folks have tried to buy a 
piece of my farm, a wooded hill 
that looks down on the Raccoon 
River where it loops thru the 
Cheecobie hills. 

Two of these people came in 
Cadillacs, and one came in a 1932 
Ford with $25 in his pocket to pay 
down. ‘‘What a place to retire to,” 
one of the Cadillac people said, 
standing on the hill, pointing, and 
listening to the wind. 

Farm folks, when they retire, 
move into town. 

In town you turn on a faucet for 
water to drink or wash in. You let 
the water run out of your sink and 
you drop your garbage in the gar- 
bage can and that’s the last you see 


of them. If your garage catches 
fire, you call the fire department. 

In the country it’s different. My 
own hill is a mile and a half from a 
power line. To bring electricity in, 
at present prices, would cost 
$2,000. A home electric plant for a 
seven-room house would cost $400 
and up. 

Now neither is enough to stop a 
family from moving to the country, 
nor are the other things; but town 
people ought to have them in mind 
when they select a spot to live in. 

Water Supply 

With electricity a water system 
can be automatic and can give you 
the same dependable service as any 
municipal plant—if you’ve got the 
electricity. Gasoline systems are 
not automatic; you have to be 
around to operate them. 

And, of course, for water you 
need a well. Before you buy any 
land, talk to the neighbors around 
there about water. They can tell 
you about sources, depth, and 
quality—what you’re getting into. 
Rural wells can be very good, but 
most aren’t. In some states four 
out of five show pollution; not 
often dysentery or typhoid, but 
nonspecific organisms out of things

like sewage and manure, organ- 
isms which can cause much ‘“‘sum- 
mer complaint” and other intesti- 
nal trouble. 


So look this proposed spot of 


yours over. Is there a place for 
your well on high ground—higher 
than your own or any neighboring 
privy or animal lot or septic tank 
system, so that contaminated water 
will drain away from it? 

Septic tanks or lines from them, 
or privies, or chicken yards should 
be at least 100 feet away. That’s a 
minimum. If the soil is sand, soft 
sandstone, or mixtures of sand and 
gravel, the minimum safe distance 
may well be 300 feet. 

Cisterns, ponds, streams, reser- 
voirs, or other surface waters are 
not safe unless filtered, aerated, 
chlorinated, and otherwise treated 
as city water is. Spring water can 
be good or bad. If the spring comes 
up rapidly after a rain, it’s prob- 
ably unsafe. If it is never-failing, if 
its volume changes little with the 
season, it may be safe. Only re- 
peated tests of samples sent to your 
state health department can tell. 

If there is a well already on the 
property, don’t accept it as good. 
Get a health engineer to test the 
water and check the well’s con- 
struction. 

Cost of drilling a well is about 
$2.75 a foot, tho prices will vary 
widely with type of soil and local 
conditions. Total cost of your well 
and pump and all may run any- 
where from $200 to $2,000. In 
general, deeper wells are more 
likely to be safe than are shallow 
ones. It’s better to pay a little more 
for a good installation with a large 
well than to skimp on either. 

Get a system able to deliver 50 
percent more than your present 


needs. Your pump shouldn’t have 
to run more than a few hours a 
day. The average family uses 
about 35 gallons a day per person, 
a third of it hot. Select a tank 
large enough to provide a 48-hour 
supply for use when storms cut off 
electricity. Because part of a tank 
is filled with air and because the 
water won’t flow when the pressure 
drops to 10 pounds, only about 35 
percent of a tank’s capacity is 
available to you. So if your family 
will normally use 350 gallons in 48 
hours, you'll need a tank close to 
1,000 gallons in size. 


Sewage Disposal 

The best way to get rid of 
sewage in the country is to drain it 
into a septic tank (a watertight, 
concrete, boxlike structure, where 
the sewage is reduced by bacterial 
action), and then drain the liquid 
off into a network of tile lines 
called a disposal field, where it’s 
further reduced by another type of 
bacteria. 

Septic tanks behave pretty well, 
but there are a couple of things to 
watch out for in buying your 
country place. Be sure the ground 
lies so that you can fit these speci- 
fications: Neither the tank nor the 
disposal field should be closer than 
100 feet to your well—farther than 
that in sandy or gravelly soils. The 
disposal field should lie an average 
of 18 inches below the surface, 
must be laid level with or lower 
than the septic tank, and laid with 
a uniform slope of at least 2 inches 
in 100 feet. Ground that is swampy 
or easily flooded can’t be used. In 
porous soil (sand, gravel), 30 feet 
of tile per person is sufficient, but 
in tight soil (clay, hardpan) as

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Do you want to 
live in the country? 
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much as 100 feet of 4-inch tile per 
person is needed. Whenever you 
find clay or heavy soil, you must 
fill trenches around the tile with 
sand or gravel. All this means you 
have to watch the size of your pros- 
pective site, its soil and contours. 
Minimum size for a septic tank 
for a family of four is 500 gallons. 
Tanks must be cleaned occasion- 
ally; how often depends on the 
amount of sewage handled. 


Garbage Disposal 

Probably you won’t have either 
hogs or chickens around your 
country home, and you'll have to 
dispose of your own garbage. 
Some private collectors operate 
outside the limits of some cities, 
and for a fee will collect your gar- 
bage weekly. 

If you have to resort to mechan- 
ical means, however, you have 
three choices. You can have a gar- 
bage disposal unit in connection 
with your kitchen sink, to grind 
the garbage up and flush it away. 
You can have an outdoor inciner- 
ator, where you dump your gar- 
bage in the incinerator box, light 
it, and let it burn. Or you can have 
an inside incinerator which goes 
near your house heating plant 
where it can use the same flue. In- 
cinerator prices range anywhere 
from $50 to $150 depending on the 
type and size you need. 

Fire Protection 

In most country areas you have 
to provide your own fire protec- 
tion. Usually there are only a few 
minutes from the time a fire begins 
until it’s out of control. 

The best way to fight a fire is to 
keep it from starting. You should 
make an annual inspection, look- 
ing for common causes of fires— 
defective chimney, heating, and 
cooking installations, sparks on 
combustible roofs, carelessness with 


matches and cigarettes, piles of 


rubbish, unsafe electrical wiring, 
and careless storage of flammable 
liquids. 

You need some way of putting 
out fires on each floor. If your 
budget is limited, you can use 
water and sand buckets in the attic 
and basement. Portable extin- 
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guishers are best for living floors, 
but since contents ~re limited and 
discharge may last only a few 
seconds, you need more than one if 
you have a rambling house. 

Never release the discharge until 
you are close enough to the fire to 
direct it effectively. When a fire 
does occur, the entire value of your 
extinguisher is wasted if you get 
rattled or don’t know how to use 
your equipment. That’s why man- 
ufacturers print instructions on the 
extinguisher. 

When you use buckets of water 
or sand, you should have at least 
one 12-quart pail for every 400 
square feet of floor space. If your 
water system gives you ample 
pressure, you can have special 
connections with 20 or 30 feet of 
hose under kitchen sinks, lava- 
tories, or laundry tubs. And don’t 
forget you'll need ladders to get to 
roofs or attics in a hurry. 


Lightning 


In the city, the network of over- 
head wires protected by lightning 
arrestors, metal towers, and smoke- 
stacks reduces the danger of light- 
ning hitting your home. 

In the country, you'll need 
lightning rods with good ground 
connections. Your system must be 
properly installed, or you actually 
increase the danger of fire. To 
some extent lightning rods “draw” 
lightning, but they draw it pur- 
posely and pass it harmlessly into 
the ground. 


Transportation 


You’ve undoubtedly considered 
the problem of getting to and from 
a country home. During most of 
the year driving from country to 
city is only a matter of time and 
distance. But after a winter snow- 
storm or a spring rain, you'll need 
chains and a strong constitution 
to pull you thru. (You don’t want 
to live on a main road, do you?) 

If you plan to build in open 
country beyond the smoke and 
heat of the city, two cars are almost 
a necessity. Someti nes, even with- 
in a mile of city limits, you’ll find 
that marketing is a headache un- 
less stores deliver into the country. 

Schools are another headache. 
Many country schools have been 
overloaded by the children of city 
families who have moved out, and 
facilities are inadequate. Getting 
your children to school, if they go 
into town, is something to consider.

Do you want to 
live in the country?

There are little problems that may stump you 


Trees grow tall in the country, 
and so do trifles. If you’re moving 
away from the city, you are in for 
some delightful surprises—and for 
others that are merely surprises. 
For one thing, you'll discover how 
many common, ordinary things 
are not done for you beyond the 
city limits. 

Of course you’ve checked every- 
thing. So did we. Our house is 
nearly perfect, thedrainagecouldn’t 
be improved, and the water supply 
is ample. The electric line is so con- 
venient, my 3-year-old daughter 
can hit the pole with a rock, some- 
times. But other things, the trifles, 
are important, too. 

There’s the morning newspaper, 
for example. You found yours on 
the porch unless the delivery-boy’s 
aim was uncommonly poor; but at 
our house we didn’t get the paper. 
Our delivery boy can’t throw with- 
in three miles of the porch because 
our favorite daily doesn’t deliver 
this far from the city. So we'll get 
today’s paper in tomorrow’s mail. 

Our place in the country is not a 
farm. It’s a city home located away 
from town, where we have room to 
breathe, the children have space to 
grow, and we can buy fresh, 
country eggs. It is also just far 
enough away to miss certain city 
conveniences. 

To prod one troublesome sore 
spot, there is the matter of tele- 
phone service. If you have never 
lived in the country, you have not 
experienced one of life’s more re- 
fined tortures, the rural line. Our 
telephone number begins with a 
zero, which identifies a rural cir- 
cuit in this vicinity and warns the 
operator to expect the worst. It 
continues with a string of digits like 
a quarterback’s chant in football. 
The complicated number is the 
simplest thing about a rural line. 


We SHARE the circuit with 11 
other subscribers, all fine people 
and great conversationalists. To 
help out further, one of the parties 
on our line is a grocery store which 
takes orders over the phone. To 
distinguish between these many 
subscribers, the operator uses a 
long and involved series of rings 
which rend the air like the alarm 
bell at a fire station, spelling out 


the location of a blaze in code. The 
children learned to count by listen- 
ing for our ring. 

Because the circuit is so crowded, 
it is almost always busy. When we 
pick up the instrument to call 
someone in the city, we usually 
hear the list of groceries being read 
by a feminine voice, with slow and 
elaborate patience. Courteously, 
we hang up. When we try a few 
moments later, different voices are 
on the line: animated voices dis- 
cussing the local social and finan- 
cial situation. Next time we try, 
the same voices are still hard at it, 
but the time after that—happy 
day! The line is free. Then there is 
a long wait for the operator, during 
which someone else on the circuit 
picks up the receiver and also be- 
gins to wait. We wait tensely, 
ready to give our number first, 
while the other party is catching 
his breath. But it doesn’t work. 
The other party turns out to be a 
teen-age girl, very alert, who gives 
her number instantly when the 
operator appears. We hang up in 
despair when we hear that voice, 
for she is a high-school student who 
works algebra problems over the 
telephone with her boy friend. 


Now the circuit is tied up 
solidly for 40 minutes. After that 
length of time we try again. 
Grocery list. Finally, just before 
giving up, we try once more and 
get the operator without competi- 
tion. She takes our number, and 
there is a rapid series of clicks fol- 
lowed by the throbbing, insur- 
mountable busy-signal.

So that’s one of the trifles. Ad- 
mittedly, it’s a small matter com- 
pared to the joy of living in the 
country, but it grows tall when 
we're trying to call the doctor. 

We have 
relatives who forget about our 
rural location, and send special 
delivery letters to reach us on the 
weekend. But in our area there is 
no special delivery beyond the city 
limits. We get the letter when the 
tired old mailman and his tired old 
car find their way to our tin mail- 
box beside the road on Monday.

And you'll lose a 
lot more money if you fail to sell your old 
house this year.

The Marshall Plan will only accentuate these factors, 
making for a general inflationary situation. 

“Wage rates which have trended upward con- 
tinuously the past 12 months show every indication 
of prevailing as high in 1948.

“Prices of building materials continue to advance, 
tho at a slower rate. As for the demand for housing, 
that a huge backlog still exists is obvious.

Home financing institutions 
are prepared tooffer their facilities thru G.1L. loans, F.H.A. 
loans, and conventional mortgages in pursuit of sound 
home ownership, with larger equities required of non- 
veterans to help steady inflationary forces.

That’s because there is an extra element 
of value in today’s old house—the “‘scarci- 
ty premium.” Old houses are overpriced 
because of limited supply and tremendous 
demand. But that scarcity premium is evap- 
orating, little by little, with each new house 
that is built. By 1950 it will be gone. 

Here is an extreme example, a St. Louis 
house built for $6,800 in 1894. In theory, a 
house depreciates 2 percent each year; so it 
is worthless in 50 years. Yet this 53-year-old 
house, in a neighborhood now filled with 
rooming houses, recently sold for $17,000. 
That value is bound to drop tremendously 
as soon as the housing shortage is eased. 

So if you own an old house you can sell 
now, even if it means building a new one at 
high cost, you will be wise to sell. You may 
get double what the old house cost you, or 
even triple. Original cost has nothing to do 
with house values; it’s replacement cost 
plus scarcity premium that counts. 

And if you have your new house built to 
order (without frills, of course), instead of 
buying it from a speculative builder, maybe 
you Can avoid paying a scarcity premium al- 
together. At any rate, your new house will 
hold its value much longer than an old one,

“I personally don’t expect building costs to rise in 
1948. I made the same prediction for 1947. I was 


wrong. 


*T reckoned without allowance for continued in- 
flation, and for American participation in world poli- 
tics with billion-dollar instruments.

Perhaps the 
answer on price trends should come not from the pro- 
ducers and sellers of housing, but from the politicians,

“We don’t need lower wages or material costs. We 
need and should get greater worth per dollar by elim- 
inating excessive time, controlled merchandising, 
feather-bedding, jurisdictional limitations, antiquated 
building codes, multiplicity of subcontractors, and 


dreamland selling. 


As to the cost of financing your house 
purchase, there is practically no chance that 
interest rates will go lower, and a good 
chance that they will go higher. It works 
like this. During the war, when people were 
investing money instead of spending it, 
lending institutions built up huge reserves of 
“lendable funds.”” Loans were easy to get, 
interest rates dropped. Today, however, 
there is a tremendous demand for loans, 
and fewer people are investing money. 
Already lending institutions are becoming 
more cautious when it comes to lending 
money. If their lendable funds continue to 
drop, these institutions may have to offer 
higher interest to investors, and charge 
higher interest on loans. 


THat doesn’t mean that interest rates are 
likely to go up to 6 or 8 percent, but even an 
increase to 5 or 5% percent could make a 
big difference in the ultimate cost of your 
new home. 

On G.I. loans, of course, the interest rate 
is fixed by law at 4 percent. This won’t pre- 
vent lenders from asking a larger down pay- 
ment, nor will it prevent them from insisting 
on a more conservative appraisal.

Just what is the outlook for building costs? 
Adjoining this article, you will find the 
views of five of the nation’s top authorities 
on the question of building costs in 1948. 

Long-range predictions, of course, are 
risky. But on the basis of the best available 
information, not considering the possibility 
of a sudden, general business collapse, this 
seems to be the picture: 


In 1939, you could build a six-room frame 
house for about $6,000, not including the - 
price of the lot. 

Today, that same house would cost you 
$13,250. 

By 1951, three years hence, the cost will 
level off at about $11,500, a saving ef 13 
percent. 

In 1955, if the much-predicted depression 
hits its low point that year, the cost will 
drop to $9,000—a ‘“‘distress level’ that will 
continue only briefly

There are other factors which should tend to lower costs: 

1) A more dependable flow of materials to the building site. 

2) Increased productivity on the part of building labor. 

3) Builders’ organizations should regain prewar efficiency. 

4) There should be increasing competition among builders, 
contractors, and subcontractors, lower allowances for con- 
tingencies in making estimates, more normal profit margins. 

“There is no accurate way of balancing these factors, tho 
a decline of from 5 to 10 percent in building costs appears 
possible by the end of 1948, if the pressures tending to force 
costs upward are not too extreme.”

> Wood veneer walls and linoleum floors that make 
rooms easy to clean and require little maintenance. 
> Sliding clerestory windows. Because the windows 
were much too high to reach, they were set in hori- 
zontal tracks, with ropes running over pulleys to 
within reach of the floor. A pull on these ropes opens 
and closes the windows like draw curtains. 
> A combination wood box and fireside seat. 
> A record player built into a footstool in front of an 
easy chair. 
> A loud-speaker, built into a shelf 30 inches below the 
ceiling. Music travels up from the speaker, rebounds 
off the ceiling, and fills the room. There seems to be 
no one source of sound. 
> An acoustical ceiling in the living area. Only a part 
of the ceiling is acoustical tile, so that sounds from the 
loud-speaker spread evenly but do not reverberate. 
> A built-in piano. An old upright was tucked into a 
recess in the wall with only pedals and keyboard 
showing. A panel swings up when you pull on a pic- 
ture frame over the piano, giving access for tuning. 
> Glass ceilings in hall and kitchen to give natural 
light. 
> Use of color to tie living areas together. 
> A wing for guests, with its own kitchenette. 

The ideas Mr. Smith incorporated in his home are 
shown in the photographs. To see how these ideas 
work together, study the plan. 


Room separations are visual, not structural. Only the corner couch 
and a change in ceiling height, for example, separate these 
rooms.

Childless couples hope that sex 
hormones will bring them children. Some patients want 
hormones to grow a mustache; others, to make one go 
away. Women sometimes expect hormones to be uplift- 
ing, and men expect them to drop a sissy voice down to 
bass. 


Enoucu people are taking hormones to support a 
$100,000,000 business. Most of this is on prescription, 
But since sex hormones in some forms can be taken as 
easily as aspirin, and rumor paints them as super tonics, 
good for what ails you, some viewers-with-alarm see a 
health fad in the making. This wouldn’t matter if sex 
hormones were harmless. They are, however, incredibly 
powerful for good or ill. A sex hormone is not unlike a 
fissioned atom. It can start a chain reaction out of all 
proportion to its size. Often, too, it can be a dud. Dis- 
aster is quite unusual, probably overemphasized, but 
disappointment isn’t. 

If you like to feel that you’re 100 percent he-man or 
undiluted woman, don’t be dismayed by the fact that 
you excrete some hormone of the opposite sex. It’s nor- 
mal. The hormones of the two sexes (and some things 
that aren’t hormones at all, such as Vitamin D) are so 
closely related chemically that the different effects de- 
pend upon the particular set of reproductive organs the 
hormones have to work with. If you want to be cosmic 
about it and take a cynical view of romance, the sex 
hormones may be looked upon as chemical agents of 
growth, They are found in plants as well as animals. 
Drug makers commonly manufacture them from such 
unlikely raw materials as soybeans and _sarsaparilla 
roots.

A noted authority tells us what we can do to prevent speech 


troubles and how to help the child who can’t speak correctly

Bes HARRIS is the star forward on the 
basketball team—he’ll probably be an. all- 
stater. But he can’t be a debater, talk at class 
banquets, or try for the lead in the junior play. 

Like 10 million people in this country (1 out 
of every 14 persons), Bob has trouble talking. 
Approximately gne million of these are stutter- 
ers. Another million, more or less, speak im- 
perfectly because they are hard of hearing and 
so are unable to learn speech well by imitation 
or by listening to their own voices. 

Most of the remaining eight million merely 
have difficulty making certain sounds. They say 
pay for play. Or they distort sounds, producing, 
for example, a mushy or a whistled s; or they 
substitute one sound for another, saying wun 
instead of run, or thithter instead of sister. 

These defects, unless caused by a specific 
physical condition, could have been corrected 
easily in childhood by scientific teaching. Stut- 
tering, too, can be treated much more easily in 
the young child than in the adult. 

The few remaining cases of defective speech 
are due in the main to such conditions as cleft 
palate, cerebral palsy, aphasia (brain injury), 
diseased or injured vocal cords, mental defi- 
ciency, or generally delayed speech development. 

Much can be done thru speech correction to 
help even adults, despite the fact their speech 
disorders are pretty firmly fixed. But the fact 
remains that the earlier speech correction is be- 
gun, the more effective it is likely to be. If 
Bob Harris’s mom and dad had started when he 
was 5, he might not be missing out on so many 
things today. 

Parents whose children have speech defects 
often make two serious mistakes: (1) They 
neglect the speech problem; (2) and this is 
usually the greater mistake, they worry too much 
about it-and feel apologetic and ashamed of it. 
They should take a middle course between the 
two extremes. 

What the individual parent can do depends, 
so far as details are concerned, on the type of 
speech difficulty a child has. 


Most speech defects result from indistinct or 
incorrect formation of the speech sounds. You 
will gain a better understanding of the problem 
if you will observe closely just which sounds a 
boy or girl is not producing correctly. This is not 
very difficult. Just have the child name pic- 
tures, objects, persons, and so on until he has 
run thru all of the consonant sounds. 

Let us say that a child’s speech is fine except 
that he usually says th instead of s, as in thithter 
for sester, and that he frequently leaves out the / 
entirely, saying pay for play and shovuh for shovel. 
Perhaps the most important effect of this dis- 
covery is that it shows there’s not a great deal 
wrong with his speech, after all. More than this, 
however, it points up precisely what is wrong 
and indicates just what is to be done. He needs 
to learn to make s and / sounds. 

A doctor or dentist can tell whether there is 
any physical reason why a child doesn’t always 
sound the s and the /. If there’s a physical defect 
it should be corrected, if possible. If there’s 
none, and usually there isn’t, the proposition 
becomes strictly one of teaching. 

It isn’t too late to help Bob Harris, even tho 
he’s in high school. But let’s set out to keep some 
youngster from having as bad a time as Bob. 
Young Billy Myers is our boy. If we can get 
Bill before he’s 5, and if he has only a few im- 
perfect sounds, we'll probably do nothing ex- 
cept to speak reasonably [ Turn to page 158

speech difficulty, he found that he was director of the 
clinic.

With few exceptions they are 
relatively lower in price than a year 
ago. And since they aren’t good 
travelers for overseas shipment, 
you'll find plenty at your grocer’s. 

On page 58 we picked six vege- 
tables from the list of 60 that are 
canned. These six are the ones you 
buy most—corn, peas, tomatoes, 
beets, carrots, and green beans. 
For each vegetable, three styles of 
pack are shown. 


Outside tells what's inside 


New can labels can be a big 
help to you in buying. So take 


your time when you shop and see 
what you’re getting. 

Do you like corn, peas, and 
green beans as tender and mild 
in flavor as possible? Or do you 
like full-bodied, well-developed 
flavor? On many labels you'll see 
“Very young” (young, tender, and 
delicate). ‘Young’ means not 
fully developed, but still tender. 
“Nearly mature’ means more 
fully developed flavor, firm but 
not tough or starchy.

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How to make plastic place mats 


Pictured on page 53 


One yard of pink plastic-coated 
fiber makes six place mats 23’’x12”’. 
To make, cut a 4%-inch band 
from the end of each place mat. 
In its place sew a 41-inch band of 
blue plastic. Cut your monogram 
from the strip of pink and apply it 
to blue band with rubber cement. 
If you prefer heavier place mats, 
mount these on cardboard backs, 
again using rubber cement. 

If you wish to use this material 
for a tablecloth, miter corners for a 
neat fit. To do this, center material 


on your table. Smooth it over the 
table’s edge and continue the 
crease to each edge of the mate- 
rial. Do the same on all four sides. 
Now cut out the rectangle formed 
by the creases at each corner of 
your cloth. There—replace it on 
your table and see how smoothly 
the corners meet. 

Since plastic-coated fiber does 
not fray, it isn’t necessary to finish 
cut edges. To keep edges from curl- 
ing, you may sew a double band of 
contrasting color around the edge.

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How to butcher a house plan 


By fan Porter 











Anyone can design a poor house. It takes a trained man to design a good one 


. 
W HEN some people build a home, they ask any- 
one for advice—friends, a plumber, even passers- 
by. But they never ask an architect. They take 
such advice because it’s free. And free advice is 
the costliest saving you can make. 

Better Homes & Gardens Five Star Home 603A 
is often mutilated. It isn’t Architect Silas Nelsen’s 
fault. He designed a tiny house with generous 
space inside, made it attractive by careful de- 





Our second butcher listened to bad advice, and 
ended up with just as bad a result. He used thin clap- 
boards instead of the broad ones specified (1). This 
makes his house seem too high. He furthered that effect 
by narrowing the entrance projection (2) without 
lowering the peak of the roof. Then he emphasized 
the front door (3) with dark stone; it now looks like the 
mouth of a cave. He put a stock window (4) in the 
living room (it was cheaper, and it looks that way), 
and surrounded it with a dark green border. To top 
off his work, he spread the dormers (5), and made 
them much too high and thin. 


tailing. The house is high for its width, but a 
broken eave line and tiny dormers keep it in 
scale. He repeated the curve of the dormers in the 
entrance, used a large window and a blank wall 
for change of pace. He turned the chimney 
lengthwise so it follows instead of crosses the 
lines of the house. It doesn’t take much to throw 
the entire house out of balance. 
But our two butchers didn’t know that. 


Our first butcher found that rounded dormers 
would cost extra, so he made them square but compro- 
mised with rounded windows (1)! He didn’t recess the 
front door (2); he didn’t know the recess was planned 
to cast a pleasing shadow on the door. His bricklayer 
told him it would cost a little more to change the di- 
rection of the chimney (3), so he now has a toothpick 
spearing the sky. With money saved, he added a win- 
dow (4) in a wall purposely left blank to give the 
house character. No window would look well there; 
that’s why the architect left it out. Our butcher’s 
hand is apparent, too, in the ocean waves cut above 
the front window (5). Ripples had been specified.

Now you can pull up a couple of 
comfortable chairs and relax right 
there in the kitchen.

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The kitchen is a compact, U-shaped room which overlooks the porch. Linoleum 
covers the floor, counter tops, and lower part of the wall. You can open the 
casement windows over sink without reaching and pushing up at the same time 


use constantly. In this house, 
walls of the work area are lined 
with cupboards and cabinets. Be- 
cause most people now enter their 
homes from the garage, storage 
space for outdoor coats and foot- 
wear is placed near the rear door. 
You’ll notice, too, that there are 
shallow cupboards for your canned 
goods, deeper cupboards for stor- 
ing your sports equipment and out- 
of-season clothing. 


Q. Won't we feel cramped if we 
move all basement activities to the 
first floor? 

A. On the contrary, you’ll be de- 
lighted with the efficiency of this 
arrangement. It’s only a few steps 
(and no stairs) between the laundry 
area and the source of soiled clothes 
and linen—the bedrooms, the bath- 
room, and the dining area. It’s a 
quick trip, at ground level, from 
your washing machine to the dry- 
ing yard, and back to your ironing 
board. Mothers with small chil- 
dren and elderly people especially 
will appreciate the ease of operat- 
ing a home without stairs. 

Not all the advantages of this 
house are in the work area. The 


living area runs the full depth of 


the house. Windows at both ends 
give you thru ventilation and plen- 
ty of light. But the blank wall fac- 
ing the neighboring lot on the side 
gives you privacy. There is no fire- 
place, but you could easily add one 
near the porch. 

The dining area is an ““L”’ off the 
living area. From both living and 
dining areas you can see the view 
thru floor-to-ceiling windows. A 
porch across most of the rear of the 
house provides a place for you to 
relax in complete privacy. 

Circulation is well thought out. 
Both bedrooms and the bathroom 
open onto a short hallway. A pro- 
jecting closet off one bedroom 
shields this hall from view from the 
living room. The kitchen, almost 
in the center of the house, is close 
to both front and rear doors, near 
porch for serving fresh-air meals 


and supervising children’s play. 

When you come in from the gar- 
den with muddy feet, you can put 
your shoes away in a cupboard in 
the service room, and get to the 
bathroom without tracking up any 
carpeted floors. 

Sliding doors between kitchen 
and dining area, and between bed- 
rooms and hall, avoid the bottle- 
neck of too many swinging doors 
in a small area.

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Your dog can get you into a whale of a lot of trouble if you let him roam the streets and lawns of your neighborhood

Tuere’s hardly a day when we fail to read about 
somebody being sued for one reason or another. 

A healthy percentage of such litigation is based on 
dog troubles, such as dogbites, dog destructiveness, 
chicken-killing, trespassing by dogs—and so on. 
What’s more, some of the judgments are for sums 
running into four and even five figures—to say noth- 
ing of court decisions that call for destroying the 
offending animals. 

One dog bit a child—and whether or not the deed 
was unprovoked—the plaintiff won the suit and 
collected $3,500. Judges and juries are notably 
sympathetic to children bitten by dogs. In this case, 
the judge also condemned the dog to the gas chamber. 

Two dogs broke thru a wire fence and killed 200 
pheasants. The plaintiff easily won his suit and col- 


lected over $800, plus attorney fees. In addition, the 
dogs were ordered confined under heavy penalty for 
breaking “‘parole.”’ Still another dog barked at a 
horse carrying a young lady, causing the animal to 
bolt and throw the rider. She broke a rib and re- 
ceived a serious back injury that cost the dog’s owner 
$2,500, plus doctor and hospital bills. 

A few weeks ago, a man stepped into his car and 
found a strange dog asleep on the seat. The intruder 
turned on him and inflicted painful wounds in the 
wrist and hand. The car owner’s suit, now pending, 
calls for sizable damages. 

Not long ago, two dogs got into a savage fight on 
the street. One dog finally got the other down and the 
loser, badly chewed, called it quits and fled. His 
owner sued.

flowers had been left at ground lev- 
el, it’s doubtful that a single seed- 
ling would have survived the 
trampling of Tommy Carpenter 
who with his pals as cowboys and 
Indians have free run of the prem- 
ses.

would be inclined to favor the 
“underdog,” and its owner would 
be likely to get legal breaks. How- 
ever, in this case, the defendant 
had a shrewd lawyer. He simply 
said, ‘‘Judge, this was nothing 
more than a good, old-fashioned 
knockdown, drag-out fight, in 
which the best dog won—and 
while we know the losing dog 
always attracts the most sympathy, 
it’s a fact that if my client’s dog had 
been the poorer fighter, my client 
could be the plaintiff.”” The case 
was dismissed. 

Another dog chased a car, 
causing its driver to swerve and 
crash into a parked auto, snapping 
off a street light and knocking 
down an old man who was standing 
near the curb. The owner of the 
dog was sued for more than 
$7,500. He lost the case. 

To all owners of dogs, we say 
watch your step, as far as your pet is 
concerned. He can get you into a 
whale of a lot of trouble if you let 
him roam the streets and lawns of 
your neighborhood. The common- 
est cause for court action is the 
dog who trepasses on the property 
of others, running thru flower beds 
and gardens, messing up lawns. 


ALL dogs fight, either on their 
own initiative or in self-defense. 
You may be liable in a suit over a 
dog fight, especially if your dog 
wins. Lots of dogs like the excite- 
ment of chasing chickens. Some will 
even Clear a 6-foot fence in rollick- 
ing pursuit. Some dogs don’t stop 
at chasing, but will kill the chick- 
ens, basis of many a court action— 
even when the criminal has been 
laid out cold by a shotgun. 

Then there are dogs who get in- 
volved in trouble more or less in- 
nocently. One, leashed outside a 
grocery store and calmly lying on 
the sidewalk, got up suddenly and 
his leash tripped an elderly woman. 
She broke her hip, was hospitalized 
for two years. Judgment for heavy 
damages was awarded in a lower 
court and is now being fought out 
in a higher court. 

Still another dog was quietly 
lying on its own front porch when 
a neighbor’s child decided he 
wanted to play with the animal. 
The dog leaped on the youngster 
in play and brought its paw across 
the little fellow’s eye, causing per- 
manent injury. A suit by the child’s 
parents was sustained on _ the 
grounds that the defendant main- 
tained a living menace to the well- 
being of the community on his 
property and was therefore liable. 


Doasires are notably expen- 
sive in the eyesof the law, and insur- 
ance companies’ claim files bulge 
with them. One verdict brought 
$14,000, another $20,000. Any 
number bring damages ranging 
from $500 for a tiny scratch on the 
wrist, to $5,000 for a healthy 
chunk of leg. It makes little dif- 
ference, in many cases, whether or 
not the bite was provoked. The

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two strikes on him when he enters 
a courtroom. 

A considerable factor is the value 
judges put on lost hours of work or 
absence from school. The woman 
who suffered the broken hip, for in- 
stance, worked as a seamstress in a 
department store and itemized her 
loss of salary for the two years as 
$5,000. Absence from work also 
involves the intangible element of 
jeopardizing a plaintiff’s future 
and advancement, according to a 
lawyer who’s out to collect all 
that’s coming to his client. And 
many judges and juries are inclined 
to agree, according to the records. 

It makes no difference if tres- 
passers or callers meet misfortune 
at your dog’s hands in your house 
or on your grounds. A sign that 
says “‘Beware of Vicious Dog” has 
no meaning in the eyes of the law. 
If such a dog bites someone who 
delivers a package, or retrieves a 
thrown ball, or merely knocks on 
your door to sell you a set of books 
or a vacuum cleaner, you are 
liable for damages. The court rea- 
sons that you are maintaining a 
dangerous animal. 

Another element to the disad- 
vantage of the dog owner is the 
growth of ‘‘suit consciousness” on 
the part of the public. Years ago 
when a man was bitten by a dog, 
he quietly slipped down to the 
corner drugstore, washed off the 
blood and forgot the incident as an 
embarrassing experience. But now- 
adays, the victim will kick up a 
loud hullabaloo, summon a cop, 
and take the names and addresses 
of witnesses. 


AL in all, best and safest thing is 
to confine a dog, even if he’s the 
most docile and peace-loving ani- 
mal in the world. A roaming dog is 
a constant menace to himself, his 
owner’s pocketbook, and the pub- 
lic. And aside from the fact he can 
get his owner into a peck of trouble, 
even unwittingly, such an animal 
can be poisoned, stolen, or run 
over. Dog poisoning, sorry to say, 
seems on the increase. In our 
neighborhood, five dogs have suc- 
cumbed to poisoning within the 
past four weeks. Dog stealing is 
thriving almost everywhere on the 
map. And seldom when we speed 
over the highways do we fail to see 
a dead dog lying by the roadside. 

Last, but far from least, dog 
ownership incurs a responsibility. 
It does not license the dog owner 
to inflict his pet’s bad habits and 
trespassing on the property of 
others. A free-roaming dog heaps 
discredit on all dog owners and the 
entire world of dogs. We love dogs. 
We have 14 of them in our kennel 
at the moment. But believe us, 
when a strange dog wanders onto 
our lawn to commit a nuisance, we 
are up in arms. Why should we 
suffer because someone else neg- 
lects to care for and watch over his 


pet properly?

voice changes, he peers hopefully 
at fuzz on his chin, and he begins 
to produce male germ cells. 
Psychic changes, summed up in the 
way of a maid with a man and vice 
versa, are self-evident. 


Bur suppose something goes 
wrong with the hormone factory. 
Let’s turn to an actual case from 
army records. X was a soldier 
whose testes were destroyed by an 
enemy bullet. Time came when he 
was shaving only once a week. He 
was timid, flustered, his voice 
cracked. He became shy under the 
shower and avoided his comrades. 
An army doctor started a course of 
testosterone—the purified, well- 
publicized male hormone. In due 
time, X’s beard became a daily 
bristle again, embarrassing fat 
pads disappeared, and he was his 
usual aggressive, confident self. As 
long as he continues to take testos- 
terone he will remain virile, mari- 
tally adequate, completely male in 
all respects save one: He can never 
become a father. 

Why can’t he? Simply because 
only one set of physiological 
functions was restored by the sub- 
stitute hormone. Spermatozoa, the 
fertilizing male cells, grow to ma- 
turity and are released in enormous 
numbers within wonderfully tiny, 
coiled tubes in the testes, which in 
X’s case can never be replaced. 
Male hormone, which can be re- 
placed, is secreted by interstitial 
cells that fill the space around these 
tubes. Potency and fertility are not 
identical. 





SurELY it is a miracle—to X, at 
least—that one of the major at- 
tributes of manhood is sustained by 
a daily pill or two. The incomplete- 
ness of his restoration merely em- 
phasizes that there are limits to 
what a single hormone can do. The 
glands involved in reproduction 
are so delicately balanced, so in- 
terdependent, that malfunction of 
one can react upon another. Some- 
times a single deficiency may be at 
fault, and doses of one gland 
chemical may make the whole net- 
work purr again. Rather more 
often, it’s as if the interlocking 
glands were an untrained orches- 
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tra. You wouldn’t expect to bring 
all the instruments into tune by 
merely hiring a virtuoso with a 
bull fiddle. 

Women have the last word, as is 
customary, in the matter of gland- 
ular complexity. The menstrual 
cycle is the supreme example of 
hormone rhythms. A tiny “blister” 
(follicle) starts to enlarge in the 
ovary. As it grows, estrogen or 
female hormone is released. One of 
its functions is to prepare the lin- 
ing of the uterus for pregnancy. 
Eventually the blister bursts, re- 
leasing a matured egg cell. This is 
ovulation, the limited period of 
some 48 hours, usually about mid- 
way of the menstrual cycle, when 
conception is possible. Within the 
ruptured follicle a yellow tissue 
mass begins to grow, producing a 
different hormone (progesterone) 
that further prepares a nest in the 
uterus for a fertilized egg. If con- 
ception does not take place, the 
cycle repeats. 


Waar starts this wonderful 
mechanism, keeps it in time, says 
stop and go to primary sex gland 
hormones? If you could hold your 
brain in front of you, you would ob- 
serve, hanging on a stem from its 
bottom, a trifling blob of tissue the 
size and shape of a small bean. 
This is the pituitary gland, the 
same in both sexes, but it makes a 
whale of a difference whether it 
acts upon ovaries or testes. Hor- 
mones from the frontal lobe of the 
pituitary stimulate the sex glands 
or gonads to activity, and hence 
have the medical name of gona- 
dotropins. 

One of these gonadotropins 
prods the ovaries to produce female 
sex hormone—or, in the male, 
maintains the mechanism of sperm 
production. Another initiates de- 
velopment of the yellow tissue 
mass in the ovaries that produces 
its own hormone—or, in the male, 
stimulates the cells that produce 
male hormone. Thus sex hormones 
represent substitution treatment, 
giving the body what sluggish 
glands won’t produce themselves, 
and the gonadotropins are used in 
stimulation therapy aimed to get 
the glands back to normal produc- 
tion. Doctors may prescribe one 
or the other or both, and—just in 
case you think glands are simple— 
sometimes a course of thyroid hor- 
mone will “unlock” the whole 
works and start things humming. 


Bur let us see what some of the 
practical applications may be. One 
probably thinks first of sex hor- 
mones as natural agents of sex 
drive and capacity. That is, they 
should be specific cures for im- 
potence, frigidity, indifference to 
the opposite sex. The case of 
soldier X shows that testosterone 
can restore potency to a total 
castrate. Men whose incapacity is 
strictly a matter of insufficient 
male hormone can expect im- 
provement under testosterone ther- 
apy, as a rule—that is, virility 
normal to the individual, not 
super-endowment. Frigidity in 
women, if caused by hormone de- 
ficiency, occasionally responds to 
female hormone, but oddly enough, 
male hormone may be more effec- 
tive, especially if the patient has at

some time had normal sexual 
drive. If this has never been pres- 
ent, little benefit is to be expected. 

The big “but” in the above is 
that frigidity and impotence so rarely 
are caused primarily by physical factors 
as to be almost-never cases. It 
would be wonderful indeed if a 
hormone pill could vanquish secret 
marital disharmonies and frustra- 
tions, but these are much more 
than chemical problems. If there 
is such a thing as a sex drive center 
in the human body (nobody has 
ever located it) it can’t reside pri- 
marily in the sex glands. Removal 
of both ovaries does not necessarily 
impair a woman’s sex life in the 
least. Almost always, frigidity and 
impotence are of psychic origin: 
[he physical machine is intact, but 
the spark is smothered by clumsi- 
ness, resentment, hostility, guilt, 
fear, repressions, unawakening, 
distorted ideas, and all the host of 
emotional factors that boomerang 
upon the body.

Tue story is somewhat different 
in the case of delayed sexual de- 
velopment. Take the lad whose 
testes have remained in his abdo- 
men instead of descending nor- 
mally. Pituitary-like hormones may 
very well stimulate the glandular 
force of normal development. In 
young women who should be ma- 
turing but aren’t, two-way gland 
treatments occasionally work 
sweater-girl transformations: Fe- 
male hormone is given to encour- 
age ovaries, uterus, breasts, and 
other secondary characteristics to 
develop, alternating with pituitary 
hormones aimed to stimulate the 
ovaries to carry on under their 
own power. Estrogen can rather 
easily induce uterine bleeding, but 
his is not necessarily the same as 
normal menstruation. 

In theory, pituitary hormones 
ought to be a sure cure for myster- 
ious cases of sterility, since they 
stimulate the primary sex glands 
to produce good eggs, sperms, and 
hormones. In practice, probably 
because sterility has a_ baffling 
number of causes, they don’t pay 
off too well, altho successes have 
been reported. Indeed, the most 
effective antisterility hormone, if 
there is such a thing, seems to be 
one of the most familiar—thyroid 
substance. This steps up the general 
rate of body activity and often ap- 
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pears to nudge the rest of the 
glands over the hump. Too much 
male hormone, taken therapeuti- 
cally, is said to induce sterility by 
suppressing sperm formation, pre- 
sumably by backfiring upon the 
pituitary. 

Sex hormones find their widest 
uses in the fortyish and _ fiftyish 
years when the reproductive sys- 
tem is coming to new terms with 
itself. The menopause or “change 
of life’ in women isn’t news to 
anybody, but the fact that a similar 
transition can upset hesmen is not 
so well known. Let’s give a horri- 
ble example a name and call him 
Tom Morgan. Tom, a _ harried 
executive in his late forties, feared 
that he was losing his mind. He 
forgot sentences he had just dic- 
tated, collapsed after an hour of 
effort on a job that had always been 
easy, got so tired he couldn’t bear 
to face the day’s work. His marital 
life suffered; he was _ irritable, 
melancholy, and sometimes would 
burst into tears without reason. 


Mate hormone smoothed out the 
tensions that were pulling Tom 
apart. His doctor kept him on 
testosterone for several months. 
When his old vitality and zest for 
work, not to mention marital 
capacity, returned, the doctor said 
he didn’t need any more pills. His 
hormone factories had struck a 
new balance. 

With rational hormone therapy, 
there is today little need for any 
woman to fear menopause. Of 
course many women don’t fear it, 
or regard as trivial the hot flashes, 
sweats, insomnia, fatigue, and 


jitteriness that indicate the body is 


taking leave of its active reproduc- 
tive phase. Disturbances in hor- 
mone balance can be overcome 
rather easily by medical treatment 
and the usual by-product is greater 
physical strength, bodily vigor, 
keener mentality. 


So MANY stories about the tonic 
effects of testosterone have become 
current that you probably feel 
there must be something in them. 
And there is. A fairly frequent ef- 
fect is euphoria—super-elation, 
feeling better than swell. The aver- 
age patient, taking testosterone, 
feels so well that he doesn’t want 
it taken away from him. Or her, 
for, curiously, this effect is not 
sexual; women exhibit it as well as 
men. And the male hormone works 
a pret’y direct effect upon muscu- 
lar vigor, so that some doctors 
visualize the concluding decade of 
a man’s working life becoming as 
vigorously productive as his prime. 
The muscle-toning effect of test- 
osterone suggests that it may prove 
immensely useful in some debilitat- 
ing illnesses that gravely weaken 
the body. 

Now if sex hormones will some- 
times strengthen one, return the 
zest to living, will they also add 
years to one’s life? Will female 
hormones re-create woman in the 
semblance of Ninon de I’Enclos, 
who is reputed to have been irre- 
sistible at 90? Will male hormones 
send grandpa off to the rug-cutters’ 
ball? What we really ask for here is 
the fountain of youth that has 
thus far evaded the clutchings of 
science. [ Turn to page 152 
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Those greasy dishes, those 
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If hormones were all there were 
to aging, the solution would be 
absurdly simple, but the problem 
is immensely more complicated. 
Body cells lose their water-holding 
Capacity as we get older, exchange 
of toxins and nutrients is impeded, 
and a thousand distant forces act 
upon specific tissues we would 
stimulate with hormones—a mov- 
ing finger beyond therapeutic 
reach. There is danger in stimulat- 
ing a degenerated old organ be- 
yond its strength. Dr. V. Koren- 
chevsky, the Oxford gerontologist 
(specialist on aging) warns that 
it may “collapse from paralysis, 
just as a tired horse, whipped to do 
extra work, cannot withstand the 
strain and suddenly collapses from 
heart failure.” 

Such irrational use is, to be sure, 
a far different matter from the 
present legitimate medical applica- 
tion of sex hormones for specific 
purposes. It is not a lengthening of 
life, but of vitality, maintenance of 
normal function, that is the rea- 
sonable objective. 


Tue enduring impression that 
remains from discussions with en- 
docrinologists is that sex hormones 
have their somber as well as their 
brilliant side. These specialists 
have a profound respect for the 
potent substances they deal with. 
Under their guidance, near mira- 
cles and bitter disappointments 
have come to pass, but both the 


successes and the failures are roll- 
ing back the darkness from mys- 
teries as old as man. It is only 
natural, in a science so young, that 
many aspects should be contro- 
versial. 

For instance, it is by no means 
easy to diagnose a genuine hor- 
mone deficiency, and in many cases 
the therapeutic test is used: that is, 
a hormone is prescribed; and if 
benefits follow, a preceding de- 
ficiency is assumed. Many “cures” 
by hormones undoubtedly fall 
under the heading of faith healing. 
Indeed, endocrinology practically 
got its start from a faith cure, re- 
ported by a reputable physiologist, 
Brown-Sequard, who asserted that 
he felt like a youth of 20 after tak- 
ing three shots of testicular ex- 
tract—now known to have been as 
effective as so much water! 


Tere are plenty of medical 
skeptics who insist that a patient, 
injected with what he thinks is a 
magic substance is emotionally set 
to claim magic results. A good 
many symptoms blamed on lack of 
hormones are identical with those 
complained of by neurotics. There 
is a school of thought which holds 
that, in the main, it’s the neurotic 
woman who runs into aggravated 
menopause trouble, and that hor- 
mone treatments tend to drag out 
the period of adjustment. 

A surprising number of physi- 
cians scoff at the male climacteric.

Doctor Edward Weiss, a leader 
in psychosomatic medicine, calls 
it “a new method of exploiting 
neurotics.”” Of the menopause, a 
gynecologist has remarked, ‘‘Na- 
ture cures the disease while the 
remedy amuses the patient.” 

Since sex hormones are growth 
chemicals, and cancer is uncon- 
trolled growth, a relationship is not 
unexpected. Everybody has hor- 
mones, so don’t jump to the idea 
that they’re the ultimate cause of 
cancer. But some promising, per- 
haps trémendously far-reaching. 
associations have been proved, 
Female hormone has been used 
successfully to delay malignant 
growth of the prostate gland, a 
distinctively male organ. Female 
breast cancer has been inhibited 
by large doses of male hormone. 
In neither case are cures-claimed, 
but some patients have been made 
more comfortable and given added 
months or years of life. Male hor- 
mone, on the other hand, seems 
able to stimulate an unsuspected 
cancer of the prostate to frighten- 
ing growth. 

Less remote than cancer stimu- 
lation, which after all is quite rare 
and something the doctor has in 
mind in studying his patient, is the 
possibility that sex hormones, once 
begun, may have to be continued 
indefinitely. Substitute hormones 
seem to encourage glands to take 
things easy. 

And it’s fairly expensive to keep 
up one’s hormone feedings. Cheap- 
est of all is stilbestrol, which isn’t 
a female hormone at all, but acts 
exactly as if it were. Your doctor 
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has the choice of giving you hor- 
mones by mouth, injection, ab- 
sorption under the tongue, dust- 
ing into nasal passages, or rubbing 
into the skin. Or he can imbed_ a 
pellet under your skin, like a 
substitute gland, for slow absorp- 
tion. AJ] these methods, except the 
pill technique, are tedious, and in 
any event frequent checkups are 
necessary to see what’s happening. 
Nothing to be embarked upon 
casually; certainly, not without 
the best advice you can get. 


Ir IS very human to go over- 
board for anything that promises 
to cure all miseries in one simple 
package, especially if it can be 
swallowed. Vitamins, minerals, 
Coueism, psychiatry, spinal adjust- 
ments, infrared and_ ultraviolet 
lamps—these and a_ thousand 
other things are of unquestioned 
value as long as we don’t expect 
them to cure something that has 
nothing to do with them. Glands 
are indispensable but they aren’t 
the whole man, by a long distance. 
Maybe there’s a monkeywrench in 
your endocrines, and your doctor 
can extract it with suitable hor- 
mones. You'll bless him if you re- 
gain your old energy and you’re 
fit and fighting, or fit and charm- 
ing. It happens every day, along 
with disappointments. But before 
you pyramid your expectations on 
a base of sex hormones, better have 
a heart-to-heart talk with a gland 
specialist. He respects the potent 
stuff he deals with. He won’t dis- 
pense it unless there’s reasonable 
hope of its doing you some good.

Electric outlets 


where you want them

Raceways are the solution 


Does your house have as many 
electrical outlets as you need? Or 
do you have to use double and 
triple plugs in the outlets you do 
have, with wires strewn along the 
baseboard and under rugs? 

With too few outlets, you’re 
living in danger, both to your 
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house (fire) and your skin (tripping 
over wires). When you use a mul- 
tiple plug, you overload your wir- 
ing system, and risk a fire every 
time you turn on a lamp, a radio, 
or any other electrical appliance. 
One cure for overfilled outlets is 
the plug-in raceway. It is a hollow 
metal strip, wired for electricity 











with outlets built into it every 18 
inches. (For special cases, such as 
your workshop, you can get race- 
ways with outlets every 6 inches.) 
This strip runs inconspicuously 
around the walls of your rooms. 
You can put it where you like—at 
baseboard level, under kitchen 
cupboards, on a fireplace mantel, 
or above a kitchén counter.

When 
you have a bridge party—even if 
the table is in the middle of the 
room—there are always outlets 
near enough to give you light from 
all sides. In the kitchen you never 
have to unplug the clock to use 
your mixer. 

Some kinds of plug-in type race- 
ways are shaped like a molding, 
and fit on top of the baseboard. 
Others are rectangular in shape, 
and fit on top of your baseboard 
but below the quarter-round mold- 
ing. A raceway can be recessed 
into a mantel, flush with the sur- 
face of the wood. In the basement, 
the raceway runs along the surface 
of a concrete or tile wall. 

All types of plug-in raceways are 
attached to the wall by screws thru 
their backs. The wires are slipped 
into place after the raceway is 
screwed on, and a metal cap 
covering the wires snaps into place. 

Do not do the work yourself. Call 
in an electrician, who will see that 
the job conforms with the local 
building code and good safety 
practice. 


You won’t have to invest in a 
major remodeling job to increase 
the electrical flexibility of your 
home. Your only expense will be 
the cost of removing old wiring 
not heavy enough to carry the load 
you put on it, and cutting a small 
hole in the wall of each room to 
connect your raceways with wires 
to the fuse box. Aside from the 
convenience of outlets where you 
need them, raceways make elec- 
trical repairs easy. If a short cir- 
cuit develops, the grounded metal 
strip will contain the short and 
prevent any damage from fire. 
Also, by unsnapping the cover of 
the raceway, your electrician can 
make repairs without difficulty.

Tue cornice over a window has 
long been a favorite with interior 
decorators. It takes the sting out of 
many an ugly window, and im- 
proves the over-all appearance of a 
room. In case you men don’t know 
what a cornice is, it’s the projec- 
tion above a window which hides 
the rod that holds up draperies. 

Cornices are simple to make, 
almost as simple to put up. For 
each single window you will need a 
piece of 1x6, or 1x4 if your win- 
dows are small. For double win- 
dows use a piece of 1x8. 

The width of the cornice itself 
will vary according to the height of 
the window. The cornice should be 
wide enough so that when draper- 
ies are pulled back, they can hang 
without covering any glass. Say 
your window is 30 inches wide. The 
top board of your cornice—the one 
that protects draperies from dust— 
should be at least 42 inches long. 
The end pieces should be about 
6°% inches long—the 6 inches of 
your 1x6 plus the thickness of your 
face board. The face board should 
be as long as your top board, plus 
114 inches to take care of the thick- 
ness of the side boards. 

To do a clean job, all corners 
must be at right angles to each 
other, so get acquainted with a 
miter box. You can make your 





own. Screw two 1x4’s onto the 
sides of an 18-inch length of 1x6, 
making a right-angled trough. 
Five inches in from one end draw 
a line across the edges of the 
trough at right angles to the sides. 
Continue these lines down the out- 
side of the trough at right angles to 
the 1x6. Then saw down these 
lines. Do it accurately, and when- 
ever you saw down those lines 
again, you'll be making an abso- 
lutely vertical cut. Follow the same 


drawing and sawing procedure at 
the other end of the miter box to 
make a 45-degree cut, and your

miter box will handle almost any 
job. 

The sides of your cornice should 
overlap the top, and the face board 
should overlap the sides. If you 
want to use fiberboard for the face 
of the cornice, keep it from warp- 
ing by screwing a quarter-round to 
the inside edge. If you prefer 
rounded corners to square ones, 
use a rasp after you’ve assembled 
the cornice. Use plenty of sand- 
paper after that, and you will have 
a neat job. 

If you want to make a design on 
the lower edge, draw and cut out 
your design first on the whole 
board before you cut your corner 
angles. Then the design will match 
correctly at the corners. 

To hang your cornice, you have 
two choices. For a permanent in- 
stallation you can use 3-inch angle 
irons attached with screws. Put 
them on the inside of the cornice 
where they will not show from the 
front. [ Turn to page 158

clear to him so that he will have 
good speech to imitate. If Bill’s 
parents will make a point of speak- 
ing clearly words which contain 
the s or / sound, repeating them 
pleasantly two or three times, but 
being careful not to make him self- 
conscious about his speech, Bill 
will learn to say the sounds cor- 
rectly mainly by hearing them said 
correctly—and by paying enough at- 
tention to what he hears to notice 
how the sounds are made. 


Bur if Billy is 6 or older, it may 
pay even more to stimulate his 
ears with good s’s and /’s. In case of 
doubt, those who would help him 
should take it easy and not be too 
insistent. Nothing is worse than 
overdoing this sort of thing, be- 
cause if Billy starts to worry it will 
become difficult or even impossible 
for him to talk spontaneously and 
happily. A child learns to speak 
correctly not only by hearing cor- 
rect speech, but also by speaking 
enjoyably and with zest. 

Che best way to safeguard any 
child’s speech development is to 
make speaking fun for him. Stand- 
ards of good speech should be im- 
posed lightly. Correcting should be 
either casual and by-the-way or 
virtually a game to be played like 
any other word or riddle game. 

But what if Bill is 5 or 6, or older, 
and has so many imperfect sounds 
that one can hardly understand 
him at all? The basic answer is that 
some problems are simply too com- 
plicated to be dealt with by means 
of home remedies. If his problem is 
that complicated, his parents 


should consult their doctor or the 
school superintendent.

Maybe there is a speech cor- 
rection teacher in the local schools 
—as there should be. Or parents 
can write to the chairman of the 
American Speech Correction As- 
sociation’s Committee on Educa- 
tion, Dr. Martin F. Palmer, Mu- 


nicipal University of Wichita, 
Wichita, Kansas. He will advise 
them about speech clinics in any 
section of the country. 


In THE meantime, Bill’s dad and 
mother should be patient and good 
to him. They should talk to him 
clearly and distinctly as much as 
they can, read to him a great deal, 
and in general treat him as a nor- 
mal child—in short, give him 
every possible chance to improve 
his speech, but see to it that he 
gets to a speech correctionist as 
soon as possible. 

If Bill is stuttering, the problem 
is quite different. Stuttering affects 
approximately 1 percent of school 
children; if there are 5,000 children 
in the schools of your city or 
county, there are probably 50 
stutterers among them. 

More scientific investigation has 
been made of stuttering than of any 
other speech disorder, and sone of 
the age-long mystery about it is be- 
ginning to lift. Generally speaking, 
it is not due to physical causes. It 
seems not to be hereditary, altho, 
like food dislikes, political prefer- 
ences, and religious faiths, it does 
tend more-or-less to run in families. 
We shall see why in a moment. 
The average age when children 
start to stutter is 3 years. It affects 
from three to five times as many 
boys as girls. Stuttering is far 
easier to treat successfully in the 
young child than in a grownup. We 
know something about its preven- 
tion. 


In ORDER to understand how 
stuttering begins it is necessary to 
know that childhood speech is 
quite hesitant and nonfluent. At 
the Iowa Child Welfare Research 
Station we have learned that be- 
tween the ages of 2 and 5 the 
average normal child repeats about 
45 times per thousand words. The 
average infant repeats over a third 
of all the sounds he makes, saying 
characteristically not da but da da 
da. ; 

When, between the age of 1 and 
2 years, he begins to say words, he 
does not miraculously stop repeat- 
ing. Instead, about 45 times per 
thousand words, on the average, he 
repeats a syllable, a word, or a 
phrase. 


Tue child repeats more under 
some conditions than under others. 
When speaking over his head, or in 
competition with the whole chat- 
tering family at the dinner table, 
or to his dad who sits behind the 
evening paper and doesn’t answer, 
or in the face of rebuke or humilia- 
tion, or constant scolding, any boy 
or girl will tend to repeat more 
than usual. 

Such repetition is normal. The 
conditions which aggravate it 
should be changed, but while they 
last it is normal for the child to 
speak repetitiously and hesitantly. 
Even under very favorable condi- 
tions it is normal for him to repeat

syllables, words, or phrases up to 
75 times, or even more, per thou- 
sand words. 

Thousands of cases of stuttering 
would probably be _ prevented 
every year if such normal repeti- 
tion in the speech of young chil- 
dren were calmly ignored or taken 
for granted by parents as part and 
parcel of normal speech develop- 
ment. 

Stuttering, in the great majority 
of cases, begins when the child is 
made self-conscious about the 
normal repetitions and hesitations 
in his speech. This means—to put 
it more “bluntly than a_public- 
relations expert would put it— 
that, by and large, stuttering is 
caused by parents. Stuttering be- 
gins, not as defect in Billy Myers’ 
speech but as a cloud in his parents’ 
eyes. 


Wauen Bill’s normal speech rep- 
etitions are disapproved, when 
his parents seem somehow uneasy 
whenever he tries to speak to them, 
when he is asked to stop and start 
over, to go slowly, to think out 
what he wants to say, to stop and 
take a breath—he becomes self- 
conscious about his speech and, in 
time he loses confidence in his 
ability to-speak acceptably. At 
first, he will probably react by 
talking a bit less and with less 
spontaneity. He will speak more 
hesitantly, with more repetition. 
As he begins to try harder to speak 
better—so his mother and daddy 
won’t “look at him that way” and 
“keep reminding him”’—his repeti- 
tions and hesitations will become 
gradually more tense and compli- 
cated. If the parents are persistent 
enough in their vigilance and in 
their efforts to help him, he will 
finally develop the tense blocking 
in his speech known as stuttering. 

That is essentially how stutter- 
ing starts and develops. It runs in 
families mainly because parents 
who have stuttered, or whose rela- 
tives have stuttered, are especially 
prone to look for trouble in their 
own children’s speech and to 
worry about the normal repetitions 
of early childhood. 


ANOTHER type of parent who 
brings on stuttering is the perfec- 


tionist, the dad with standards of | 


table manners, cleanliness, obedi- 
ence, and speech out of all propor- 
tion to the child’s level of develop- 
ment, the mother who insists on 
keeping the living room as neat 
and orderly as a hotel lobby. Such 
mothers may make a good impres- 
sion on visitors, but they create a

speech correctionist comes, stut- 
tering in the older child- can be 
handled in the home—and in the 
classroom—by extending the above 
principles. As a rule, the more the 
stutterer tries to keep from stutter- 
ing the more tense and anxious he 
becomes. Basically, stuttering is 
precisely the effort to keep from 
stuttering. And the more the child 
has been made to feel ashamed of 
stuttering, to fear the disapproval 
of. listeners, the more frantically 
and emotionally will he strain to 
avoid stuttering. 


Ir IS the fear of stuttering—that 
is, the fear of its supposed conse- 
quences—that does most to in- 
tensify the speech difficulty. Fear 
produces excessive tension, and 
tension blocks the smooth function- 
ing of the speech muscles. 

Parents should do nothing to in- 
crease the child’s feeling of fear or 
shame over his stuttering. If the 
child’s stuttering obviously em- 
barrasses mom and dad, it is going 
to embarrass him. On the other 
hand, if parents show a mature 
perspective and do not exaggerate 
the importance of his stuttering, 
he will gain a great deal of reas- 
surance, poise, and confidence 
from their attitude. 

This doesn’t mean that a child 
should be praised when he speaks 
without stuttering. Such attention 
will only emphasize to him the dis- 
approval of his difficulty. It will 
make him still more fearful of 
stuttering. It’s all right to praise 
him for stuttering well—that is, 
more calmly and with less tension 
than usual. He should be en- 
couraged to do his stuttering, so 
long as he has to do it anyway, as 
easily, simply, and frankly as 
possible. He should never be made 
to feel apologetic for it. He should 
be helped to cultivate a forthright 
objective attitude toward his speech 
difficulty, regarding it simply as a 
problem to be faced and studied 
calmly, not as a disgrace to be 
hidden and bemoaned. 


Tue other types of defective 
speech—those due to cleft palate, 
hearing loss, cerebral palsy, and 
other conditions adversely affect- 
ing speech—should be dealt with 
in the home according to the same 
principles as nonphysical speech 
troubles. 

Parents should maintain proper 
conditions for enjoyable speech, 
show plenty of love and affection, 
set an example of good clear

Excep- 
tion: summer-flowering shrubs should be pruned now. 

Early vegetables and hardy annual flowers can be sown any time. 
Coldframes allow you to start seeds of tender plants weeks before 
the usual safe date for outdoor sowings. You’ll have strong plants, 
ready to grow rapidly once they are moved outdoors. 

Roses planted in February make a rapid growth. Old plants soon 
will be ready for feeding and mulching. If new growth hasn’t started 
yet, spray your roses once with lime-sulfur applied at winter strength. 
When new leaves appear, start your weekly spray or dust program, 
Lawns can be started this month. Lawns containing winter ryegrass 
must be kept cut closely from now on to avoid shading out the sum- 
mer Bermuda grass. Old lawns need to be fed at least twice during 
the spring. 

Bulbs to plant now in the Lower South include amaryllis, crinum, 
gladiolus, regal lily, montbretia, tuberose, calla, and ismene.

Young shoots will start quickly and be ready to be made 
into cuttings in March. 
Fuchsias should be repotted. Prune your plants at the same time. 
Cuttings of geraniums should be made this month. 
Camellia blossoms can be protected against snow damage if you 
cover the whole shrub’ with burlap. 
Tuberous begonias should be started in a mixture of sand and peat- 
moss by the end of the month. I like to move my tubers into 4-inch 
pots as soon as the first roots appear. 
Radishes and lettuce can be started from seed in the coldframe. 
Onion sets can be planted in a sunny part of the garden. 
Compost piles should be turned now to hasten rotting.

Soil for starting seeds indoors should be sterilized now. Steaming it 
for an hour is the most effective treatment, but you can use formal- 
dehyde dust if you later air the soil thoroly. \ 

Sweetpeas can be started in pots late this month. Treat your seeds 
with a good fungicide to keep them from rotting in the soil. 
Coldframes should be checked frequently on warm days. If your 
plants are growing too fast, leave sash off frame in sunny weather. 
Roses and shrubs should be ordered immediately. You can plant 
any time the soil isn’t frozen, but avoid having bare roots out in the 
open when the temperature is below 30 degrees. If you receive your 
plants before your soil is thawed, keep the bundle in a cool place 
and water the plants twice a week. Open the bundle enough so that 
you can get the packing thoroly wet. Bury the whole bundle—with 
wrapping and packing material removed—at the first chance and 
leave them to await good planting conditions. 

Lawns can be fed whenever the grass is dry. You can sow seed on 
thin or bare spots even tho the soil is still frozen. The grass will start 
long before the soil would dry out enough to seed next spring. 
Evergreens collect a lot of dust and soot during the winter. Wash the 
leaves on the first warm day. —RHarvey Bicknell 


California 


Fuchsias should be pruned now. Cut the branches back to stubs 
containing several eyes. The new growth that follows should be 
pinched back to 4 inches. 
Roses don’t need to be pruned in this area except to remove dead or 
weak branches. Avoid the severe pruning recommended for cold 
reg ons. 
Tuberous begonias and gloxinias can be started now. Set the tubers 
—hollow side up—on a layer of peatmoss in a shady place. 
Cuttings of geraniums, coleus, heliotrope, iresine, double petunias, 
and penstemons will root quickly. Pot them as soon as they root. 
Lawns can be weeded easiest by using chemical weed killers. Follow 
this with an application of plant food and reseed bare spots. 
Glass jars or special paper covers are useful for protecting young 
plants against frost. They do a good job of conserving sun heat. 
Spraying to kill diseases and insects is all-important this month. 
Plants sold bare-root, especially roses, should be planted during 
February if at all possible. 
Gay summer color must be planned for now. Sow annuals at once. 
Slugs and snails can be kept under control with poison baits.

Mosr garages are idlers. After the car backs out in 
the morning, the garage has nothing to do until night.

It’s a big garage: 14 feet wide and 24 feet long, with 
an attached workroom 12 feet square. No wall space in 
either garage or workroom is wasted.

The other walls 
serve garden activities. There’s no wondering where 
garden tools and equipment are. Each piece has an 
allotted wall space to which it is returned after being used. 
Under the windows are home-made boxes of garden soil. 
These boxes are shaped like large sugar scoops. Lower- 
ing one end makes it easy to shovel out soil as needed.

You can get the necessary chemi- 
cal changes within your seeds by 
freezing them into ice cubes in 
your refrigerator. 

Fill your ice cube tray about 
one-third full with water and .let 
freeze. Wet surface of ice slightly 
and distribute your seeds on it. Let 
freeze again for a few minutes, 
then fill tray with water and freeze. 
Leave seeds in ice cubes for about 


_ three weeks, then sow immediately.

Last year I had a lot of trouble in keep- 
ing my gladioli thru the winter. My 
neighbor called it thrip injury and said 


-I should treat my bulbs this winter. 


K. P. M., Pennsylvania. 


Thrips are tiny insects that 
roughen (dark areas above) the 
surface of gladioli corms and cause 
them to shrivel during winter stor- 
age. These weakened corms often 
succumb later to various diseases. 

You can kill thrips by coating 
stored corms lightly with a 5-per- 
cent DDT dust. 

Simply put corms into a paper 
bag, add DDT, and shake bag un- 
til all corms are thoroly coated. 
Don’t delay making the treatment.

From these oddly shaped, sweet- 
potato-like tubers you get the crimson 
and gold blooms of Gloriosa lilies 


Gloriosa lilies are easy to grow 
in pots, or outdoors after frost dan- 
ger has passed. Tubers should be 
planted 4 inches deep and on their 
sides—never on end. Each shining 
green leaf will terminate in a twin- 
ing tendril by which plant can at- 
tach itself to strings, wires, or other 
plants for support. 

You'll have flowers about six 
weeks after first shoot appears 
above ground. The vine grows 
amazingly fast. The flowering 
period lasts 8 to 10 weeks, after 
which your plants will remain 
green for some weeks while new 
tubers develop. Ripened tubers can 
be left undisturbed in pots. If 
grown outdoors, tubers should be 
dug and stored until next growing 
season.—Fred C. Hubbard, Virginia.

Devits TONGUE lily always 
surprises visitors by its giant flower 
(above), y t it isn’t at all as hard to 
grow this plant as most people seem 
to think, After a light frost has 
withered the leaves, I dig my bulb 
and store it in a box of sand. When 
a sharp pink nose protrudes from 
the center, I put the bulb in a low 
dish in the living room. The bulb 
needs a few hours of sunshine daily, 
but doesn’t need water or soil at 
this time. 

The pink nose shoots up quickly 
to become the giant maroon flower 
shown above. The flower lasts 
about 10 days. Then the bulb goes 
back into my cellar until danger of 
frost is passed. 

Soon after your big bulb has 
been planted outdoors, a blunt, 
asparagus-like shoot will push up- 
ward, topped at about 3 feet by an 
umbrella of tough, green leaves. 
No further attention is needed until 
autumn.—B. M. Drake, New Jersey.

The Southwest isn’t too dry for 
success with garden ferns. Secret is 
to enclose a passageway or a room- 
sized area with lattice.

Your soil no soot? 


By Dorothy Agnew 


asin the Albert Jaegers built their Rhode Island 
home at the edge of an old quarry, their back yard was 
just a soggy flat, surrounded by a half circle of bald, 
rocky cliffs from which stone had been sliced and carted 
away. 

Grading done on their lot by the contractor was 
meager. The plot was still raw and rock-rimmed. The 
Jaegers bought topsoil, mixed it with manure, and 
spread the mixture over the level areas and wherever a 
rocky shelf jutted out of the cliffside. 

Bush roses relieved the gauntness the first year. An- 
nuals and perennials added their colors. Climbing roses 
were planted and allowed to sprawl over exposed soil 
likely to wash away. 

Eventually, most of the climbing roses were replaced 
by evergreens and flowering shrubs. Their spreading 
roots help hold the soil in place, and their branches hide 
much of the bare rock. Thru the years, the Jaegers have 
added soil and generous amounts of composted leaves. 
Now there is rich loam 18 inches deep [ Turn to page 184

wherever plants are to be grown thruout the gardens. 

Soil testing wasn’t common when the garden was 
started. The Jaegers worked by trial and error. If a new 
plant failed to thrive, it was given special feedings or 
moved to another location. If it still failed to thrive, 
something else took its place. 

The forbidding stone cliff proved to be a boon. It rises 
to the north, so makes both a sun trap and a windbreak 
for plants growing on its slopes or at its feet. 

Keeping the hillside soil moist was a problem until 
the shrubs got big enough to shade the soil.

shrubs build the big root system that further lessens 
danger of washouts. 

In 1940, the Jaegers bought the vacant lot next door. 
It, too, was once part of the quarry. Somehow, several 
huge oak trees have eked out a living thru all the years 
of adversity. Seeing them across the fence had encour- 


aged the Jaegers some dozen years ago to have holes cut 
into their stone ledge as planting pockets for birches and 
a beech tree. 

The new garden will be a home for wildflowers. The 
small stones have been gathered and laid as paths, but 
the big gray rocks have been left alone. Already, wild- 
crowded close to them,

"2 How soon can I bring branches of flower- 
ing shrubs indoors with any hope of 
getting them to bloom? One year I had 
very good luck, but last year I couldn't 
get anything to bloom. P. E. A., Maine. 


All of your shrubs that bloom in 
early spring should be ready to be 
taken indoors by mid-February. 
Forsythia (left), witch hazel, cor- 
nelian cherry, redbud, alder, 
pussy willow, and flowering plum 
are easiest to force. Secret is to soak 
entire branch in water for 24 hours. 

Sometimes winter weather is so 
cold that the blossom buds are 
killed, but the usual reason why 
branches fail to bloom indoors is 
that they are brought immediately 
into a hot, dry room, so never have 
a chance to get enough water.

My tips for success 


with annuals 


Ir YOU want really to turn on the 
color next summer, if you want arm- 
fuls of color to take indoors, annuals 
are made to your order. Their cul- 
ture is simple. Their variety of color, 
form, and texture is unequaled for 
flower arrangement. Here are seven 
tips anyone can use: 


1. Choose a sunny site if possible. 
Lacking that, use what you have. 
Given half a chance, most annuals 
do something quite creditable. Many 
thrive in only partial sun. Even in 
competition with tree roots, they 
can be nurtured into good growth 
with ample watering and feeding. 

2. A soil that would turn out a good 
crop of vegetables is good for an- 
nuals. Dig a pint of plant food into 
each 50 square feet of ground. 


3%. When the ground outdoors has 
warmed, set out the plants even tho 
they are quite small. Two-inch 
seedlings, carefully lifted to save all 
roots, take hold in their new loca- 
tion very quickly. 


4. At plant-setting time, sow seeds 
in the open ground to provide 
succession of blooms after the extra 
early plants begin to wane. In fact, 
many people, rather than bothering 
with early plants, depend solely 
upon sowing outdoors, directly 
where the flowers are to grow. 


%. As soon as the tip bud shows, it 
should be pinched out of petunias, 
cosmos, marigolds, verbenas, and 
others of similar form to induce 
branching and the development of 
good side stems. 


6. After midsummer, encourage lag- 
ging plants with biweekly doses of 
a heaping tab!espoon of balanced 
plant food in a gallon of water. A 
pint per plant is about right. 

7. With few exceptions, the more 
they are picked the better they 
bloom. —Ray M. Koon, Director, An- 
nual trials, Waltham, Massachusetts.

2. Find out whether the fuel-oil 
company or the bottled-gas com- 
pany brings its products right to 
your tank. Some gas companies 
will make delivery to outlying 
districts if you have a 100-gallon 
tank, but if you have a 20-gallon 
tank you have to carry it to the 
distributor for filling. 

3. Find out who hauls away the 
garbage in the vicinity, how much 
he charges, and whether he’ll take 
everything, including trash. 

4. Find out about newspaper 
and dairy deliveries. And check up 
on a few other deliveries while 


you’ re at it, making sure that when 
you buy a piece of furniture in 
town, you won’t have to take it 
home in a wheelbarrow. 

5. Find out where the school bus 
stops. 

If some of these services are 
missing, what can you do about it? 
First of all, decide which ones are 
really important to you. Second, 
let these tall trifles enter into the 
choice between two sites that other- 
wise seem equally attractive.

the portico at time-honored moun- 
tain resorts. By July, the 1890-era 
hotels and 10-room cottages along 
the Atlantic are lively with the 
summer crowd. And in the fall 
Virginia draws a gypsy shawl over 
her shoulders, the haze that gives 
the Blue Ridge its name takes on 
a hint of grape, and the red coats 
of the fox hunters flash across 
tawny fields. Have it your own 
way, says Virginia, with the wis- 
dom of her 341 years. And takes 
the indirect approach.

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your story as well as hers. It’s yours 
in the same way that you feel 
ownership in Houdon’s noted 
statue of Washington in the state 
capitol at Richmond—-so lifelike 
that three buttons are missing from 
the great man’s coat. Is not this 
the same face that looks from every 
one-cent postage stamp? 


THE stories of first settlement at 
Jamestown, Cornwallis’s surrender 
at Yorktown, are likewise not 
Virginia’s alone, but America’s. 
Of the galaxy of famous sons Vir- 
ginia has mothered, all in some 
way have contributed to your way 
of life, from Washington, Madison, 
Monroe, to Sam Houston, Cyrus 
McCormick, Woodrow Wilson. 
And during the. days when the 
grand old lady was arbiter of 
fashion for the nation, she popular- 
ized architectural types, furniture, 
manners, and traditions which still 
enrich every five-room-and-a-pic- 
ture-window home in the nation. 

On the whole, moreover, she 
tells her story well. She may re- 
peat. She may seem to emphasize 
the peaks of her girlhood to the 
exclusion of the rut of later years. 
But these are the privileges of age. 
You may, it is true, occasionally 
feel that the tired boxwood scarcely 
justifies the price of admission, that 
the empty, dusty room does feeble 
justice to the illustrious ghosts sup- 
posed to haunt it. You may even 
have the misfortune to drive a re- 
mote road only to confront, in- 
stead of the hospitality promised 
in the guidebook, a padlocked gate, 
a knocker that brings no response. 


Boer. for the most part, Virginia 
tells her story conscientiously and 
with a nice sense of drama. Over 
1,400 roadside markers, for in- 
stance, direct the tourist to spots 
of historic significance. Do not let 
custom stale your enthusiasm here. 
With deceiving impartiality, the 
same modest black and white sets 
forth such details of history as 
“On the creek nearby stood the 
first iron furnace in English Amer- 
ica,” and such epics as “At the 
McLean House at Appomattox, 
two miles north, took place the 
meeting between Lee and Grant to 
arrange terms for the surrender of 
the Army of Northern Virginia.” 
Under the neat hand of the 
National Park Service, most Vir- 
ginia sites of national significance 
now boast well-tended ruins, nicely 
groomed breastworks, clean rest- 
rooms, and an intelligent offer- 
ing of maps, relics, and literature 
to enlighten your sight-seeing. 
Thus guided. you can profitably 
trace our nation’s beginnings, 
from the first landing at Cape 
Henry, to the first settlement at 
Jamestown. You can accompany 
Virginia into revolution at Wil- 
liamsburg, and out of it at York- 
town. You can follow the very foot- 
steps of the Blue and the Gray 
from Manassas to Appomattox. 


Bur it is the peculiar charm of 
Virginia that she gives you much 
more than the dry bones of histori- 
cal fact. Here are not only the as- 
sembly rooms in which great men 
risked their necks to speak their 
minds, the battlefields on which

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Monticello, home of Thomas Jefferson, represents a then new style of archl- 
tecture, whose domes and pillars characterize many of Virginia's buildings 


they gave their lives, the statues 
which preserve their stature and 
expression for posterity. Here also 
are the homes they built and lived 
in, the pews in which they wor- 
shipped, the fields they cultivated, 
the roads they traveled, the graves 
in which they chose to rest.

gingerbread made from Mother 
Washington’s own ‘recipe in the 
original kitchen. 


Tue greatest concentration of 
historic homes is in Tidewater, 
Virginia, on and just off the splen- 
did George Washington Memorial 
Highway, U.S. 17. Another centers 
around Charlottesville, and Thom- 
as Jefferson. You may find Monti- 
cello sparsely furnished. All the 
better to admire the noble propor- 
tions, the elegance and beauty of 
its rooms. And such furnishings as 
there are are eloquent of the master 
mind which conceived them, which 
dominated, in fact, much of the 
countryside around and about. 
From Monticello’s high lawn you 
can view as Jefferson did the 
domed rotunda of the University 
of Virginia. From the original en- 
trance of Ash Lawn you can ap- 
preciate the ingenuity with which 
Jefferson planned the home of his 
friend, James Monroe, so that he

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had only to step to his door to see 
Monticello. And with only a little 
imagination you can conjure up 
the fair vision of Martha Jefferson 
exhibiting in the ballroom at 
Michie’s Tavern the new dance 
steps she had just learned in 
France, which brought down upon 
her such a scolding from one of 
the chaperones that she “retired in 
tears.” 


In BETWEEN and thruout the 
state others of Virginia’s old man- 
sions, most of them privately 
owned, are open to your fee. 
Especially is this true during Gar- 
den Week, held annually around 
the first of May, when Virginia’s 
homeowners open to the public 
their resplendent gardens and 
often their front doors as well. If 
you like gardens, if you like them 
better with period furniture, and 
the details of housekeeping and en- 
tertaining in another age thrown 
in, a Garden Week visit to Vir- 
ginia will soon resolve itself into 
a pilgrimage from house to house. 
Here, system will simplify your 
sentiniental journey. By checking 
with Garden Week headquarters 
in each area, you can not only plot 
your time and mileage to advan- 
tage, but often can buy a block 
ticket that will save you consid- 
erable in admission fees. 


For many, of course, the climax 
of Virginia’s story is Williamsburg, 
where Rockefeller millions have 
raised from buried foundation and 
broken brick not only the physical 
aspects but the very atmosphere of 
Virginia’s first official seat of 
government. One of the fascina- 
tions of Williamsburg is the dis- 
covery that American history was 
in the making almost as long be- 
for the Revolution as it has been 
since, and that colonial life was not 
necessarily a matter of log huts and 
ignominious scalpings. The Georg- 
ian public buildings of Williams- 
burg are grandiose in conception, 
rich in furnishings, as befitted the 
colonial representatives of the 
British crown. And it may throw a 
pleasing light on those to whose 
minds, hearts, and blood we owe 
our conception of American liberty, 
that they laid their renegade plots 
for revolution in an exquisitely 
appointed tavern room, across 
whose rose marble mantel was 
carved in Latin, “Fun is the be- 
getter of wisdom and the good life.”’ 
Williamsburg’s costumed _ host- 
esses, the ancient carriages, the 
candlelight ceremonies, the Christ- 
mas yule log ritual, may impress 
you as being little more than a 
good show. But a good show they 
are. So is “The Common Glory,” 
the historical pageant which Vir- 
ginia initiated last summer on Lake 
Matoaka, just south of Williams- 
burg. But the real significance of 
Williamsburg, as of all Virginia, is 
that it offers an opportunity not 
only to see, but, in a small way, to 
participate. For the casual tourist 
the grand old lady as casually 
offers her share of modern hotels, 
conventional tourist courts, beach 
cabins. But for those who show 
even the slightest interest in her 
story, she offers also elderly hos- 
telries with true Old South service,

Williamsburg carries on modern business behind an Eighteenth Century facade, 
offers for sale well-made, authentic reproductions in furniture, china, silver 


quaint inns, tourist homes still 
elegant with ancestral furnishings. 


In ONE of Williamsburg’s smaller 
taverns you can sleep in a tester 
bed, with your clothes hung in a 
corner clothes press. At Travis 
House you eat from blue and white 
china, drink from pressed glass, 
break hot Sally Lund bread with a 
three-tined fork; and when the 
King’s Arms Tavern is restored, 
for Williamsburg is still at it, 
Eighteenth Century dining will be 
carried to open-fire cooking and 
syllabub.

These estimates of future values 
were obtained by projecting the 
150-year record of real-estate trends 
in this country, But a look at the 
various items that make up the 
cost of a home bears them out. 

First, materials. On an over-all 
average, materials that cost 92 
cents before the war now cost 
$2.89. The 12-foot 2x4’s your con- 
tractor bought for $38 a thousand 
in 1939 cost $99.75 today. The 
bathtub that sold for $40.29 now 
costs $62.29. Such prices will drop 
slightly this year, more in 1949. 
But higher freight rates and spot 
shortages due to the European aid 
program will more than offset this 
drop. 

A big drop in the cost of materi- 
als won’t come until: 

1) Today’s tremendous demand 
has been at least partially satisfied; 

2) Marginal, high-cost producers 
are forced to drop out of business; 

3) Dealers can stockpile enough 
materials so they don’t have to 
buy every bathtub and every stick 
of lumber they are offered; 

4) The great drain of foreign- 
aid exports slows, and

5) Transportation facilities are 
again adequate.

who collected 90 cents an hour in 
1939 today gets $2 an hour. The 
plumber’s wage has gone from $1 
to $2.20, the painter’s from $1 to 
$1.96. Common laborers who 
collected 50 cents an hour in 1939 
now draw $1.17. 

Labor’s productivity has im- 
proved in recent months, but it is 
still low. New York carpenters who 
hung 12 doors a day before the 
war now hang seven. Bricklayers 
who laid 1,000 bricks a day now 
lay 400. Detroit lathers who once 
nailed 60 bundles a day now nail 
35. In Chicago they nail a dozen. 

Labor is likely to continue to be 
costly and inefficient until: 

1) A large portion of the 100,000 
young apprentices now in training 
reach journeyman status; 

2) Today’s marginal workers 
with little real skill either learn 
their jobs or are discharged; and 

3) Rate of building slows to the 
point where the inefficient or lazy 
worker can’t be certain of getting 
another job the minute he is fired. 

On the brighter side is the fact 
that delays due to the unsteady 
flow of materials and labor to the 
job are being ironed out. Houses 
that took 10 or 11 months to build 
in 1946 are now being completed 
in 3 or 4. 

As costs become stabilized, even 
at a high level, contractors will re- 
sume working for a fixed fee, in- 
stead of insisting that a percentage 
profit be added to whatever the 
final cost happens to be. 


Bur above all these factors is 
America’s newest surge of infla- 
tion, which started late last sum- 
mer with expansion of the Europe- 
an aid program. It shows no sign 
of ending. It contains elements be- 
yond the control of the building in- 
dustry—the aid program, vastly 
expanded currency and credit 
(three times that of 1939, six times 
that of 1933), the dangers any 
political party faces when it tries 
to curb inflation, even the federal 
farm price support program. Build- 
ing costs, like everything else, are 
riding the wave. 

But if you want to build, and 
can afford to build, go ahead this 
year. All trends indicate a long 
enough period of prosperity so you 
can reduce your mortgage below 
the danger point before the next 
depression. Good luck!
